Although a major part of the school buildings i.e.84% 
are Government owned and pacca but 34% of them have 
now become inadequate for the existing enrollment of 
the students and needs expension for proper utilization 

of' it . 



On the other hand a small number of 17 premiseses 
are privately owned and rented ones , which are further 
classified to be 41 % pacca and 59% Katcha respectively. 
It is added with grave concern that all the rented 
building with the schools are posing severe problems 
for the students and the staff of the school as well.

Scarcity of class-room accomodation 'is still one of our 

major problems as reflected in the above table. Majority of the 
classes in the schools are shown seated in verandahs . Only IB 0 sections 
of class-V are provided with rooms out of 566. The situation seems 
much akward when 166 sections of classes I-III are seen sitting either 
in the Court-Yards or in the open in or out of such schools. The

importance of class-room invironment for purposeful learning needs 

no emphasis. Ex-isting class-room accomodation position in our

schools is highly disheartening specifically with a learning point

of view. Unless such situation by providing adequate rooms to the 
learners is not improved nothing better can possibly be expected 
from the coming generations .

Shortage of furniture in our schools is very common 
phenomenon, which can be witnessed at a glance of the Table recorded 



above. Only 136 out of 566 sections of various classes from I-V

obliged to sit on bare-floor which is our disgusting constraint 
to be expelled from our schools .as early as possible.

Like other constraints, the instructional facilities are 
also lacking in our schools and producing hindrances in the learning 
process of the students . Examination of the table* appearing above 
reveals that number of Black Boards does not corspond with the 
number of sections with a resultant shortage of 45 to meet the 
instructional needs of 566 sections. For being inalienable part 
of the class no one can image a class functioning in a school with- 
out black board. The in-consistency between the number of chalks/ 
dusters and Black Board is further discouraging. Quantity of maps/ 
charts appears to be in great disproportion with the numbfer of 
sections. One map per section which is the least possible instructional 

demand is not found in the table drawn above. With all other items 
of the Study the matter relating to lacking instructional facilities 

may be given serious thought.

Out of 69 having kits with them 
35 stated to be utilizing these ocasionally and 34 remained silent 
to . be presumed not utilizing them. The utility of Teaching Kit 
along -with other items in the range of A. V. Aids is undeniable. It 
is imperative to provide Teaching Kits to all the schools in the 
Province and there-after its utilization may be got ensured. 

The instance for having Teaching Kits and not utilizing 
it is amounting to the wastage of Govt: resources provided to such 
schools. According to the table drawn for the purpose, 50% of the 
schools are indulging in such .wasteful activities in the province. 
Cognizance to the irregularity may be made by the concerned 

authorities immediately."

As for as the other aspect of the same activity of 
occasional utilization of Teaching Kit is concerned it is more

or less equally cognizable. About 50% of the respondents 
who stated to have using it occassionally are not actually using

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GENERAL PICTURE OF THE EVALUATION STUDY 

DISTRIBUTION SYSTEM 

It has become evident from the responses of first item 
and subsequent responses about the other questions of Instrument 
No.l that Guide Books for Class -V have been distributed through 
out the Province through the respective Sub-Divisional Education 
Officers. The picture which emerged from such distribution is 
not encouraging. Out of 105 schools visited by the Evaluators in 
the Province 65 acknowledged to have received such material 
where-as 40 schools were found without Guide Books. Such a large 
number of schools. for not given such an important material of 

Guide Books for class-V may not be allowed to, go un-noticed.

Although the existing distribution system of Guide 
Books in view of 78% respondents is satisfactory and the S.D.E.O. 
of the concerned area may be retained as a distribution agent as 
usual. But a considerable number of schools for not getting Guide 
Books through this . system may either be changed or some improve- 
ment in the prevalent arrangement be made to make the mechanism 
more profitable and useful. 

SURVEY ' 

As far as the quantitative aspect of the supply of 
Guide Books to the schools is concerned it is also found imperfect 
and deficient. Some 31% of the schools were not provided with 
those number of sets of the Guide Books needed by them. The demand 
of such institutions varied from 2 to 4 sets of Guide Bodks 
according to the findings of Evaluation Study . 

Looking with the responses for facing difficulties 
in the use of Guide Books, 77% of the respondents found the 
material easy to utilize and need no training in it where-as 20% 
are of the view to be re-orientated in the use of it. Keeping in 
view the whole range of the problems related to Guide Books, some 
strategy is to be evolved to make best use of the Guide Books 
prepared and distributed among the teachers .

Another fact causing 'concern about the Guide Books 1 is, 



their constant possession with the head-teacher of the school. 

It is under-stood that the view of the head-teachers about 
such material is to preserve it as a property of school and not 

to utilize them in day to day instructions . The fear of the

Guide Books for getting lost or becoming worn-out do not signify 
any healthy sign on the part of head teachers. They may be 
advised to release the Guide Books from their imprisonment and 
put to best possible use by giving and asking the teachers to 
utilize them. 



In the case of Guide Books for being helpful to the 
teachers some 95% of the respondents affirmed the statement by 
declaring bhe material useful. Similarly about 74% of the 
population of sample approved the printing standard of the Guide 
Books supplied to their schools . It is indeed encouraging 
to note for the supplying as well as the book production agency 
that the efforts made by themhave been considered profitable.

Although 84% of the buildings are government 
owned but the absence and inadequacy of .basic facilities both 
in government and privately owned premises are producing hindrances 
in day to day instructional work of the class-rooms. Inadequate 
accomodation scarcity of drinking water facilities, congestion of 
space, absence of latrines, boundry walls, insufficiency of maps 
charts, black board, chalk, dustefs-, absence of electricity, 
pressure of landlords for enhancing rent in the cases of rented 
buildings are some of the common problems identified during the 

Study. i : ' 



Since some .questions about the time, of the school and 
weightage given to various subject were asked in the Study , some 

discrepancies in this respect was found mostly in the primary

Because of the 
facts the set is lying with the head teacher kept safe under lock 
and key. In such situation no body on the earth can make any 
improvement and make Guide Books more useful and more helpful 
for them. .. 

It is shocking to note that majority of the teachers 
responded to the items of Instrument No. 2 without having seen the 
Guide Books . They do not express themselves truthfully or they 
try to escape to give their free opinion about, the facts known 
to them. Perhaps because they may not be held responsible for 
telling the truth and get punishment or perhaps they may not be 
considered ignorant about the informations asked’ by that agency. 
What-so-ever ,may be reason, some thing may be done to get such 
an attitude of the teachers changed. They are the people who are

entrusted to instal truthfulness in their pupils where-as they 
themselves are going to the other direction.

Matter relating to the provision of Teaching Kits to 
primary schools and their utilization was also included in the 
study. Three general questions asked about the Teaching Kit and 
the observations of the evaluators disclosed some -what similar 
results. Out of 105 schools visited 69 had Teaching Kit while 36 
without it. Out of 69 having such devices 35 asserted to be 
utilizing them and that too occassionally and 34 kept quiet in 
the matter. With these findings and observations it , does not 
become so much difficult 'for "any one to arrive at right conclusion.

UTILIZATION OF GUIDE BOOKS :-r . 

Generally, the schools provided with the Guide Books

were not found using them. The cause identified for such negligence 
lies in the attitude of the head-teachers who for having sole control 
over the material do not like to dispossess them. Such position 
maintained by the heads has some grounds behind it. The head- 
teachers are with holding the material partly because may not 
get lost and partly because of their ignorance about its utilization. 
All such doubts and slacknesses may be removed by adopting the 
following measures in making the material practically useful. 

At the first place a circular letter to all the head 
teachers of primary schools or high school having class V with 
them may be issued. Such circular may contain clear instructions 
for them to make best; use’ of these books provided to them. The 
supervisory staff by giving plain and operative instructions may 
be directed to visit' schools for ensuring utilization of the 
Guide Books supplied. •
